Northw estern road, left the city last 
evening a t 11:30 o’clock for Rockford. 
It was another wreck on the road, and 
the special which left Janesville w e b 
given the rig b t of way to the Forest 
City via. Beloit. The run was mado in 
less thaD an hour. 
The trouble was found to be on the 
outskirts 
of 
Rockford, 
and 
was 
the result of carelessness or design 
The engine was ditched and one fatal­ 
ity may result. 
T he Injured: 
Dan O’Leary, fireman, scalded from 
head to foot; his rig h t shoulder dislo 
cated, arm broken; will probably die; 
taken to the city hospital. 
Jam es Boodle, 
engineer, 
b dlv 
bruised and sL gb’.ly scalded. 
W. Richter, express messenger, rigbt 
leg and arm bruised. 
T he injured men are know n in this 
city, who e they have many friends 
among the railroad boys. 
Vandalism Suspected 
At first it was thought the engin 
‘ jum ped” 
the 
rail. 
Investigation 
showed th a t the bolt in the switch red 
was out. It lay in such a m anner th at 
it could not have been jarred out by a 
passing train. 
The conviction forced 
itself upon the train crew th a t it was 
taken out by some 
human hand, 
whether for the dastardly p u r p l e of 
wrecking the train or by ca/ele&a b ys 
or trainm en can only be conjectured. 
The train was running on schedule 
time. 
Ju st as th e ’ engine s tru c t the 
switch a jar was felt. 
T he train ran 
a length past the switch and then the 
engine plunged down the em bank­ 
ment into t :.e morass. 
Had it gone 
over on the 
other side it would have 
landed in the river. 
Condition o f th e Victim s, 
The fireman was found to ba in a 
terrible c-nditiou. 
A 
great well 
across his forehead from which the 
skin was peeling indicated the m anner 
of his other burns. 
Exam ination proved th a t the engin­ 
eer’s injuries were not so grave as was 
at first supposed, 
lie wee bruised all 
over, but was burned only slightly. 
O'Leary’s first thought after he was 
placed in the baggage car was of his 
wife, and he asked th a t she be sent 
for. 
At the hospital he asked for a 
priest and Father Sloan

DESTROYED BY SUBMARINE MINE. 


P resid en t M cK in ley Sem is th e R eport to 
C ongress A ccom p an ied by a M essage and

To the Congress of the United States: , 
For some time prior to the visit of the ; 
Maine to Havana harbor our consular I 
representatives pointed out the advan- j 
tages to flow from the visit of national 
Ships to the Cuban waters, in accustom- J 
ing the people to the presence of cur j 
flag as the symbol of good will and of I 
our ships in the fulfillment of the mis- J 
pion of protection to American inter­ 
ests, even though no immediate need 
therefore might exist. 
Accordingly on the 24th of January 
last, after conference with the Spanish 
minister, in which the renewal of visits 
of our war vessels to Spanish waters 
was discussed and accepted, the penin­ 
sular authorities at Madrid and H av­ 
ana were advised of the purpose of this 
government to resume friendly naval 
visits at Cuban ports and that in that 
view the Maine would forthwith call at 
the port of Havana. 
This announce­ 
ment was received by the Spanish gov­ 
ernment with appreciation of the friend­ 
ly character of the visit of the Maine 
and with the notification of intention to 
return the courtesy by sending Spanish 
ships to the 
principal 
ports of the 
United States. 
M aine R aters H avana H arbor. 
Meanwhile the Maine entered the port 
of Havana on the 25th of January, her 
arrival being marked with no special 
incident besides the exchange of cus­ 
tomary salutes arid ceremonial visits. 
The Maine continued in the harbor of 
H avana during the three weeks follow­ 
ing her arrival. 
No appreciable ex­ 
citement attended her stay; on the con­ 
trary, a feeling of relief and confidence 
followed the resumption of the long in ­ 
terrupted friendly intercourse.
